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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gellert (EP 0609676) 
in view of Fujioka et al. (DE 4402818). Gellert teaches an injection nozzle (10) with a thermocouple (18) 
extending through a bore (82) in the nozzle. Gellert does not teach that the nozzle is used to inject gas. 
However, the nozzle is capable of injecting gas, and it is well known in the art to do gas assist injection 
molding. Further, Fujioka et al. teaches measuring the temperature of nozzles utilized for gas assist 
injection molding. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to use the apparatus taught by Gellert to inject gas while monitoring temperature. The 
motivation to combine generally well known art or, in the alternative, Fujioka et al., with Gellert is to 
provide monitoring of a gas assist injection process, which would prevent blow-out and form a more 
durable product in an efficient manner.
